The claim 40 is submitted to clearly express the use of "D" channel signals to 
communicate ("manifest") various alert situations. On that basis, reconsideration is respectfully 
requested with regard to claim 40 and additionally with respect to the dependent claims 41 
through 45, which constructively carry the same distinction.
